and, whether it passes from the owner- 
ship of the farmer before or afrpr 
reaching such centers, the sales are 
usually based on city quoted prices. 


Many farm products, especially r«r- 


ishables. an^consigned to city commis- 
sion merchants to be sold for what 
they will bring, the prices received in 
such cases being directly dependent on 
their City market value. 
Prices based 


on these values are paid also when 
gnch products are sold by the producer 
directly to wholesalers or Jobbers aft- 
er shipment to city trading centers. 
Even the products which the farmer 
s#ls at the nearest rnilroad station i 
are bought largely for consumption in 
dtiea and *o are paid for, in most 
cases, at prices -which are dependent 
on those prevailing in city marfeets. 


Study Distribution System.

A Tory common impression held 


even by Canadians Is that there is lit- 
tie Canadian territory left to explore 
except on the Arctic Islands. But as 
far back as 1890 Dr. George Dawson 
had calculated that there were then 
about 1,000,000 square miles of unex- 
plored territory in western Canada, 
the rest lying In the provinces of On- 
tarto and Quebec. 


Mr. Charles Camsell of the geologl- 


cal survey of Canada has quite recent- 
ly revised Doctor Dawson's estimate, 
reaching for western Canada the fig- 
ures of about 642,000 square miles, i
